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Honowred Genilemen, 


F Ccording to my engagements I ſhall give 
you an account of tle proccedings of our 
SAN Forccs il retcrence to our great victory at 
CH A\NEF! Stowe : Sir William Brereton marched with 

9 1000, Horſe from Leychfield on Tucſday 
"MwtCb 17.1645.to Colſhill,and quartered 
there two nights, waiting for intelligence trom Collore|l 
Morgan, and had notice that he was come as far as Sirat- 
ford upon Avon, and on Tueſday March tg. inthe morn- 
ing, Sir#il;am marched from Collbe! through warwicke 
Towne, towards Stratford ; his Rendevouz was within a 
mile of '/arwzche, that after noone, Sir Wiliam hail intel- 
ligence that Col. Morgan was returned backe as farre as 
Camden, becauſe that his intelligence was, that the Lord 
Aſbley had a bridge carricd with him, and was ready to go 
over the River to joyn with the Kings Horſe from 0 x/0-/: 
preſently after which,Sir 1i//;am had intelligence that Aſh- 
ley was Retreated backe towards Werſter ; and bended his 
march towards Ley:bfield, whereupon Sir ;{{iam march- 
ed back againe toivards Bermingham to get betweene him 
and Litchfield, and tooke up [115 quarters 4. miles from 
Stratford, at the L2dy Smiths houſe, about eleven of 
the Clocke at nighr Inrel]igence Came ro him, that 
Aſhlezs quarters were within 3. miles, whereupon (not 
knowing whe ther his intentions were for Litchfield or Ox. 
ford, ) we roſe, and marched ayyay at one of the clocke af- 
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ter midnight,and came to a Towne called Xzo!, towards 
Bermingham, Fryday morning March 20. we had Intelli- 
gence that Aſbley had laid his Bridge, and was paffing over 
the River; wherup2n we had ſeveral meſſengers (tom Col- 
lonel Aorgaz, that ke would face them On Camden Hils, 
whileſt Sir 14:14am maicted up : and notwithſianding that 
we had marched all the night before, yet we marched 
back ag1in to Stratford, and came thithcr about the going 
down of the Sem, and preſently received Poſts from Coll. 
eMorgar that the Enemy were within 3. miles of him,and 
that their Forlorn Hopes were engaged, and if Sir #:liam 
made not haſt they would be gone for he himſelfſhould 
be toowedak to engage all their Forces. V hereupnn Sir 
William gave a ſtrict commend, that none ſhould ſtay in 
Stratford, but all march away preſently , notwithſtanding 
the conſtant marches before. The Bridge at Stratford bes 
ing pulled down, we could paſſe over but one at a time,yet 
we made all the haſte that poſſibly we could, 2nd came to 
Camden hills by 12-2 Clock that night, Collonel Aforgan 
with his party were advanced by 11. and ſtill ſent poſt to 
Sir William to follow , and he would do whar poffibly he 
could to engage Aſþley to ſtay. Sir i8iam nor delayin 
any time, but marched as f:ft as poſſibly might be, deft- 
ring him by conſtant poſts to engage the Enemy if poſſe 
bly he could, whilſt he came up, which he promiſed ro do 
with all ſpeed. And between one and two on Saterday 
morning , after we had marched backward and forward 0. 
miles ſince Friday morning, we Overtook Col: Morgan, and 
then being joyn d, we marched about a mile, and by that 
time the Scouts brought word that the Enemy were drawn 
up into a Body neer Stow in the Ould, at which all our 
ſouldicrs rcjoyccd, being defirous to engage, Then we 
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marched ( the whole Army) in Batalia and after wedif. 
covered them ftznding in Batalia we faced them an heure 
before we fought, both (ides waiting for day light: Sir 
William and Collonel Morgandid agree(withour any differ« 
er.ce) in the drawing up of the Army, which was ordered 
as fol'ows. Sir William Brereton led the Right Wing of 
Horſe, which were thoſe that came with him from Zrech- 
field: And the Glouceſterſhire men we placed -1n the left 
Wing, Collonell aforgan himſelt very gallantly led the 
Van« Upon the firſt Charge the Enemy forced the left 
Wing to a diſorderly Retreat by over-powring of rhem, 
ſo that tothem it ſeemed ſomething doubrfull , Bus Sir 
will: Brereton with our Right Wing of Horſe charged their left 
both of Horſe and Foot, and totally Routed them, purſuing 
them into Srow, killing, and wounding many inthe town: 
and the meane while our Left wing Rallicd; our word was 
God be our Guide: The Enemies word was Patrick, and 
George. 
A Lift of the Priſoners I have here incloſed. Thus 

havel given you an Account of the good hand of God 
withus, to who m belongs all the glory. I reſt,
